Dr N. G. Stanley, of Sydney, 
sald he and other doctors had 
tested scrum drawn from the 
blood of 50 natives and amti- 
bodics found in the serum gave 
immunity from polio. 

Dr Stanley, who fs chief of 
the Institute of Epldemlology 
and Preventive Medicine at 
Price Henry Hospital, said) thag 
half the 50 natives studiod were 
totally Immune to all three types 
tall the 60 natives studied were 
Immune to Type Three virus, 
the variety most common in 
Australia,
